AN AGREEMENT entered into this Twenty - fourth day of March of 1922 , botween 
the Secretury of State for India in Council ( hereinafter called “ the Secretary of 
Ştate )) of the one part and the Sree Vishnu Bhagwan Committee , Gorakhpur , registered 
under Societies Registration Act XXI, 1860 (hereinafter called the " Society " ) of the 
other part . 

· WHEREAS the aforesaid Society has made an application to the Government of 
the United Provinces of Agra and Oudh (hereinafter called “ the Local Government " ) 
to acquire for the purpose of the said Society under the provisions of the Land Acquisi 
tion Act I of 1894 , the plots of land described in the schedule attached to these presents 
and more particularly delineated on the plan hereto annexed amounting to 9 .38 acres 
and whereas the aforesaid Local Government is satisfied that the said Sociaty is a 
Society within the meụning of section 3 ( e) of the aforesaid Land Acquisition Act I of 
1884 , and whereas the aforesaid Local Government after making and holding such en 
quiries as is required and prescribed by Law is satisfied that the acquisition of the 
aforesaid land required by the said Society is needed for building a temple for Sri 
Vishnu Bhagwan und other buildings appurtenant thereto for other images and the 
eventual for the erection of a Dharamashala and wells , halls and compound and some 
rooms to be used as shops, etc ., attached to the Shrine besides u Shivala and Pathshala 
as also the laying out of # garden and providing rooms, etc ., for the annual gathering 
and exhibition to be held in connection with the image and whereus under section 41 
of the aforesaid Land Acquisition Act I of 1894 the said Society is required to enter an 
agreement with the Secretary of State regarding matters specified in the aforesaid sec 
tions . It is hereby agreed and declared as follows : 
( 1) That the said Society will pay to the Local Government or such person or 

persons as the said Local Government may appoint in this behalf all such 
sum or sums of money as shall be awarded under the provisions of the 
aforesaid Land Acquisition Act of 1894 as compensation to any person or 
persons who may be found on enquiry held under the provisions of the 
said Act to be interested in the land hereinbefore mentioned as required 

by the said Society . 
(2 ) That the said Society will pay to the Local Government from its funds all 

such other charges as may be incidental to the acquisition of the aforesaid 
land under the provisions of the said Act . 
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(3 ) That upon the said Society having made all payments incidental to the ac 

quisition of the aforesaid land as mentioned in the foregoing paragraphs 1 
and 2 of this Agreement , the Local Government will forth with in con 
sideration of the repayment of the compensation money and cost of the 
acquisition , convey and grant to the said Society . All the aforesaid plot 
of land containing by admeasurement 9 . 38 acres and described and shown 
in the Schedule and plan annexed hereto free from all incumbrunces and 

occupancy and other rights in the manner following : - 
(4 ) That the said Society will perpetually hold and enjoy the aforesaid land and 

use the same for the purposes hereby agreed upon subject to the following 
provisions : 
(1) That if the land is no longer required by the Society for any of the 

original purposes it will be relinquished and restored in the 

manner laid down in Board s Circular 9 - VIII . 
(21 ) That the temple to accommodate the image of Vishnu which shall 

be accessible to the public will be constructed at the expense of 
the Society by the agency of the public works as a contribution 
work in accordance with the plans designs and estimate in quan . 
tities prepared by the Consulting Architect to the Government,

( iii ) That tho structure will be maintained by the Sri Vishnu Bhagwan
